Frantic Belgians 
Fight Fog of Death 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 

.—(UP)—Soldiers and villagers 
toss a chain of bonfires in the 
“death valley” of the Meuse to- 
day to drive off a poison fog 
similar to one that occurred in 
1930, in which 63 persons were 
killed. 

Hysterical women and chil- 
dren prayed in churches. 

The fires drove the fog to an 
altitude of 500 feet, and authori- 
ties hoped that the danger had 
been eliminated. | 

On December 4, 1930, a heavy 
fog began to roll over seven vil- 
lages in the Liege area. It 
choked to death humans and 
cattle, and panic spread when 
it was reported that poison gas 
from bombs dropped during the 
war had caused it. 

The cause was never deter- 
mined, but one theory was that 
it carried fumes from swamps.

Bomb Kills Briton

GOVERNMENT WARPLANES TAKE PART 
IN THRILLING CLASH WITH RAIDERS 


Aircraft Dive Low, Machine-Gun and Drop 
Incendiary Bombs on Insurgent Craft 
Steaming to Aid of Beleaguered Cruiser.

MADRID, March 6.—Spanish government warships tor- 
pedoed a 10,000-ton Insurgent cruiser in a dramatic naval battle 
before dawn today leaving the shattered warship’s identity 
wrapped in flames off the southeastern coast of Spain. 

Government planes joined the sea engagement, 75 miles 
east of Cape Palos in the Mediterranean, at daylight taking addi- 
tional toll of the Insurgent fleet. 

A government announcement identified the blazing warship 
as the Insurgent cruiser Canarias but the British admiralty, re- 
ceiving reports from near-by British destroyers, said it was the 
Baleares, a cruiser of almost identical silhouette. 

Loss of Life Believed Heavy. 

, Loss of life among the cruiser’s 765 crew was believed 
heavy although the British destroyers Kempenfelt and Boreas 
carried survivors from the cruiser to other Insurgent war vessels. 

Both the Canarias and the Baleares, backbone of the Insur- 
gent fleet, carried complements of 765 men. 

(in Londen-the-admiralty announced more-than 400 men 
were saved from the sinking, flame-wrapped cruiser. The battle 
excited speculation in British naval circles over possible emer- 
gence of the Spanish government as a sea threat to Insurgent 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco.) 

British Seaman Killed. 

One British seaman was killed and three others were wound- 
ed slightly during rescue work when a government warplane 
dropped a bomb near the destroyer Boreas. 

The government said the sinking cruiser was struck by a 
heavy government bomb during aerial attacks that continued 
‘throughout the day even after fog obscured the battle scene. 

Government aviators reported another bomb struck a near- 
‘by cruiser of the same size as the more-seriously damaged war-

MARCH-APRIL TERM 
OF COURTS 10 OPEN 


New Grand Jury for Fulton 
Will Be Organized 


Today. 


Fulton county courts will swing 
into action this morning as the 
March-April term of superior 
court opens and a new grand jury 
is organized. Question of legality 
of the new act under which judges 
instead of juries fix sentence, and 
signed by Governor Rivers after 
the special session of the legisla- 
ture, will confront trial judges in 
their charges to the jury. 

The act, passed by the senate 
but not acted upon by the house, 
transfers the power of fixing pun- 
ishment from the jury hearing the 
case to the trial judge. 

Judge Hugh M. Dorsey, who will 
preside over. the first criminal di- 
|vision of superior court, said the 
new act may cause judges to “vary 
charges to the jury as regards the 
sentencing power.” 

It is expected that legality of 
the act will come to a definite test 
in the courts this week, with su- 
perior court judges agreeing on 
specific procedure to follow in de- 
livering charges to the jury. 

The incoming grand jury will 
be organized and charged by 
Judge Dorsey. It is one of two 
juries required by law to investi- 
gate county departments and re- 
port their findings in  present- 
ments. The September-October 
grand jury is also charged with 
this duty. 

Jail cases will consume atten- 
tion of both divisions of superior 
court this week in order to pre- 
vent congestion at Fulton tower, 
where population has mounted 
since close:of the January-Febru- 
ary term.

73 Years Ago Believed Discovered

with burned-in records showing it 
was tax paid, as was the custom 
in 1865. 

On strength of information that 
at least 300 of the barrels con- 
tained liquor, Blair proceeded 
Salvage operations. 

A cargo of 300 barrels of whisky 
would be worth about $300,000 
today, Blair said, compared to a 
valuation of about $3,000 in 1865. 

From old customs records and 
newspaper files, Blair found no- 
tices: of the sinking of the Alice 
and its cargo. Stories in early 
Columbus newspapers gave ac- 
counts of futile attempts to raise 
the boat and gave the Chicagoan 
his idea. 

Last week, in Apalachicola, Fla., 
Blair found an old negro who 
further confirmed reports on the 
fate of the Alice. The negro told 
Blair he was a dockhand when 
the boat was loaded with 1,300 
barrels at the Apalachicola docks 
in November, 1864, for its second 
trip up the river to Columbus. 


The Alice was found by use of 
a magnetometer, a device for 
showing presence of iron, Blair 
told Alcohol Tax Unit agents here. 
The boat was located about 1,000 
feet from the present river chan- 
nel. It was covered by 24 feet of 
mud and six feet of water. 

Blair’s crew built a platform 
over the spot and sank pipes at 
various spots. By soundings with 
the pipes the crew outlined the 
hulk of a boat corresponding in 
size to dimensions of the Alice, 
which was 156 feet long and had 
a beam of 32 feet. 

Two weeks or more will be re- 
quired to build a “coffer dam” 
and pump out the mud covering 
the vessel, Blair estimated. 

The captain of the Alice, Heze- 
kiah Wingate, and three negro 
crew hands were believed to have 
gone down with the’boat. Blair 
is trying to trace heirs of the own- 
ers of the whisky, who would be 
entitled to a percentage of the 
salvage.

KURT MUELLER, bo, 
DIES IN CALIFORNIA 


Pianist-Composer Well 
Known in Musical Centers 
of U. S., Europe. 


Kurt Mueller, who had taught 
some of Atlanta’s most prominent 


& |musicians and was widely known 


in cultural circles here, died un- 
expectedly early yesterday in a 
hospital in Los Angeles, Cal., ac- 
cording to word received here by 
his family last night. 

The elderly pianist-composer 
noted in Berlin and other musical 
centers of Europe, suffered an at- 
tack of influenza Saturday after- 
noon and was taken immediately 
to the hospital. He was 65 years 
old. 

Born in Germany. 

He was born in Sprottau, Ger- 
many. 

He studied music in Berlin un- 
der some of Germany’s most noted 
teachers at the time. 

After becoming known in Ger- 
many when still a young man, he 
was called to Helsingfors, capital 
of Finland, to become head of the 
conservatory there. 

In the early 1890’s he received 
an invitation to become profes- 
sor of music at what is now the 
Alabama State College for Wom- 
en. A few years later, in 1900, ne 
came to Atlanta and founded the 
Klindworth Conservatory, named 
after his teacher in Germany. 

Taught in Atlanta. 

For 24 years he taught in At- 
lanta, first in his own studio, and 
later in the Atlanta Conservatory 
of Music. 

He has held concerts in most of 
the principal cities of the country, 
including New York, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland and Chicago. He was 
engaged in Los Angeles at the time 
of his death. 

The word of his death was tele- 
phoned to his wife, who resides 
at 547 Winton terrace, N. E., with 
his two daughters, Miss Senta and 
Miss Gretel Mueller. There also 
survives one son, Hans, of Chi- 
cago, and three’ grandchildren, 
James, Richard and Ruth Ann 
Mueller, all of Chicago. 

Mrs. Mueller said his body will 
be cremated and buried in Los An- 
geles in accordance with ‘Ais 
wishes.

DIABETIC DEATHS 
‘SHOCKINGLY HIGH’ 


Doctors 
Will Reduce Rate. 


BOSTON, March 6.—()—Bos- 
ton doctors, in a report in the an- 
nals of internal medicine, declared 
today deaths from diabetic coma, 
described as “shockingly high,” 
should be reduced to zero through 
the education of physicians, pa- 
tients, parents and diabetic chil- 
dren. 

The findings were based on a 
study of diabetes ranging over 15 
years. 

“Since we have insulin,” the re- 
port declared, “the death of a sin- 
gle child from diabetic coma sig- 
nifies pure and_unaduiterated 
neglect and nothing else.” 

Education, both of doctors call- 
ed on to treat the disease and of 
diabetic patients, was emphasized 
as the remedy which already was 
effecting a “rapid decrease (in 
mortality), and during the next 
five years probably the decline 
will go on and be accelerated.”

Many of them ask naive ques- 
tions. One of those to whom we 
talked owned, or was paying for, 
18 acres of land.

“Is it true that this newspaper 
publisher will pay men _ 14,000 
kroner just to persuade them to 
grow food for their own table?” 
they asked. (There are about four

They wagged their heads, some of 
them, in an attitude of incredi- 
bility. They regard America as a 
land of wealth and of great prom- 
ise. Many of them have fantastic 
ideas about it and I am afraid 
that, in the years to come, there 
will be a new folk story about 
Slangerup, to the effect that in 
America farmers are paid to grow 
things for their families to eat. 


NEW DECLARATION 
OF INDEPENDENCE 


We speak of the independence of 
the farmer. And yet, it is true 
that this independence has be- 
come more of a tradition and less 
of a fact as the economic pres- 
sure took away land and profit 
and opportunity. It may be that 
this plan of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution will be a new declaration 
of independence for the farmers 
of Georgia. 

The Danish farmer has his prob- 
lems. His lot is not the idyllic one 
which many have pictured it. He 
has severe problems, surrounded 
as he is with export and import 
limitations thrown up by other 
governments and, of necessity, by 
his qwn. Yet he remains inde- 
pendent. He feeds himself. He 
may not, in bad years, have too 
much money. But you may travel 
the length and breadth of the !and 
and you will not find the de- 
jected, hopeless, discouraged group 
which makes up a large quota of 
the American farming population. 


DOING SOMETHING 
FOR FARMERS 


For years and years people have 
been talking about helping the 
farmers. Now, The Constitution 
has decided to Go something for 
the farmer. It has taken, according 
‘to the people here to whom I 
‘have talked, the most logical step 


|—the stimulating of pride and the 


offering of a tangible reward. The 
offer supplies an immediate ob- 
jective. 

Meanwhile, the*Danish farmer, 
owning his own land, proud of 
it, interested in everyday affairs, 
subscribing to newspapers, read- 
ing farm journals, entering the 
arnual competitions for bee, pig 
and dairy products, improving his 
products, wishes he could enter 
such a competition as The Con- 
stituton is sponsoring. 

The Danish farmer has learned 
domestic agriculture and com- 
mercial agriculture are two dif- 
ferent things.

FRESNO, Cal., March 6.—(#)— 
Searchers today again expanded 
their hunt for the skyliner which 
vanished in a storm last Tuesday 
night but they abandoned hope 
that any of the nine _ persons 


aboard would be found alive. 

While the air fleet concentrated 
on a snow-covered area 45 miles 
northeast of here, Sheriff Joe 
Zwinge, of Calaveras county, sta- 
tioned several men at Blue Moun- 
tain, 90 miles farther north, to 
seek possible traces of a plane re- 
ported in that area about the time 
of the disappearance. 

Despite the Blue Mountain re- 
port, search leaders stuck to the 
belief that the wreckage would be 
found among the snow-covered 
peaks around Bass Lake, where 
the planes worked.

Neutral shipping repeatedly has 
'been attacked and time and again 
‘it has seemed that only the des- 
perate juggling of the non-inter- 
vention nations prevented the civil 
war from spreading to the rest of 
Europe. 

After one of the most serious 
waves of attacks on foreign ships, 
Great Britain, France and Italy 
joined forces last fall to establish 
an international patrol to sweep 
“piracy” from the Mediterranean. 

Ships of the three powers were 
ordered to fire to sink any surface 
vessel, submarine or plane attack- 
ing neutral vessels. 

BRITISH ADMIRALTY 
REPORTS 400 RESCUED 

LONDON, March 6.—(4)—The 
admiralty tonight announced two 
British destroyers saved more than 
400 Spanish seamen from the sink- 
ing Insurgent cruiser torpedoed by 
the Spanish government fleet in 
the civil war’s biggest naval battle. 

Rescue work cost the life of one 
British seaman and injuries. to 
three others, however, when a 
‘bomb from a government plane 
dropped near the destroyer Boreas 
during transfer of survivors to 
other Insurgent warships. 

The admiralty said the flaming 
cruiser was the Insurgent flagship 
Baleares, one of three cruisers 
forming the mainstay of the In- 
surgent fleet. 

Barcelona officials still believed 
it was the Canarias which was 
burning off Cape Palos in the 
western Mediterranean.

A SOUTHERN TOURIST CENTER 

Plans to promote the highlands of the south 
into areas for tourists and recreation seekers 
Have recalled an incident of a few years ago 
in which Bobby Jones may be said to have 
acted as a salesman for Georgia climate. 

Bobby had just returned from England, 
where he had won the British open golf cham- 
pionship. Jimmy Walker was mayor of New 
York city. Bobby was welcomed with great 
acclaim, with dinners and other honors. It 
was about Labor Day time o’ year and thou- 
sands of New Yorkers were sweltering in hot 
weather. Bobby stood the lionization for a few 
days and then left the city. 

“He’s gone back to Georgia to cool off,’’ ex- 
plained the dapper Jimmy to reporters “wind- 
ing up” the Jones reception story. And, of 
course, New York laughed. That is, those New 
Yorkers who, never having visited Georgia in 
summertime, knew nothing of the glorious cli- 
mate of the Georgia mountain country. 

The mountain regions of Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Alabama, Georgia, Virginia, North and 
South Carolina offer today a great many op- 
portunities for recreation that compare favor- 
ably with the most widely exploited areas of 
northern New England and other sections of 
the north. 

Leaders in seven states in the southern 
mountain region believe an annual $500,000,000 
tourist business can be attracted to the cool, 
invigorating, fragrant mountain air of the 
south in summer. Florida, a winter playground, 
has a summer traffic from the north that ex- 
ceeds its winter business of a few years ago. 

Anyone who has stood in the middle of a 
dirt road on an Adirondacks mountain in Au- 
gust, and boasted of a northern vacation as 
cool, just never has been south in the summer. 

Southern mountains and lakes and rivers 
mark a new, natural, uncrowded summer fron- 
tier of America. 


MORE TEAPOT CRITICISMS 

The John Dewey Society, composed princi- 
pally of liberals among educators and business- 
men, even radicals, has highlighted its annual 
yearbook with the statement that “pressure 
groups’ have curtailed academic freedom by 
seeking to impose their doctrines upon the na- 
tion’s school children. 


Grouped for this year’s attack are the or- 
ganizations usually selected for the barrage of 
the “ism” boys, every time they feel called 
upon to scold America.

HOLLYWOOD GOING COTTON? 

Hollywood, which long since has supplanted 
New York or Paris as a fashion cradle, seems 
to be stirring a bit over the possibilities of cot- 
ton. News dispatches inform that a group of 
young society women is organizing a series of 
style shows, which later will visit the south, 
for the purpose of promoting a wider use of 
cotton. 

The leader of the movement, which has 
been named the National Cotton Coaction Com- 
mittee, is, as is to be expected of almost every- 
thing originating in Hollywood, a glamorous 
young woman who is a relative of somebody 
associated with motion picture production. She 
has been quoted as describing her organization 
as a non-profit, non-industrial and non-po- 
litical auxiliary of cotton. 

Experience has proved that it always is 
profitable to look a gift horse in the face when 
it comes from Hollywood, which is the birth- 
place of just as many pipe dreams as it is of 
great motion pictures. In this instance, how- 
ever, there apparently has been no effort to 
ballyhoo any forthcoming opus of cellulose 
compound, and if the young women associated 
with Miss Clara Laemmle want to create new 
fashions in cotton, we of the south should en- 
courage them. 

The girls will not be showing us anything 
new when they demonstrate that women can 
dress just as attractively in cotton as they can 
in silk. This has been proved during the past 
few years to everyone’s satisfaction. If, how- 
ever, the National Cotton Coaction Committee 
can stimulate an increased demand for cot- 
ton products, its efforts undoubtedly will at 
least result in a little more food or clothing 
or medicine for some southern sharecropper 
who now may be looking toward the future with 
wondering eyes. 


HOOVER—HERE—AND THERE 


Herbert Hoover, the only living ex-President 
of the United States, is, in this country, the 
blindly chosen symbol of depression, of idle 
mills, of hunger, privation and stark despair 
.. . the outgrowth of an economic debacle 
which struck this country during his term in 
office. Whatever the responsibility, whatever 
our politics, this fact remains. 


It is a sobering thought to consider his 
stature in Europe. He has recently completed 
a “sentimental journey” through Belgium, his 
first trip back since 1919. To these people he 
has been and is the symbol of renewed hope, 
of life-giving sustenance in the face of star- 
vation, of rehabilitated cities, of restocked 
farms, rebuilt industrial plants and of recovery 
from the chaos which followed in the train of 
the most terrible war in history. Traveling on 
a diplomatic passport issued by the State De- 
partment, he had no need of that document 
among these friendly peoples, for he is an hon- 
orary citizen of most municipalities and bears 
a title conferred by the parliament of “Friend 
of the Belgian People.” 


On this latest visit he had conferred on him 
the Vermeil medal of honor, which only one 
other living person, King Leopold of the Bel- 
gians, possesses. Newspapers, even of the Com- 
munist and Rexist press, devoted many columns 
to the man who headed the commission for the 
relief of Belgium, while members of the cham- 
ber of representatives rose in their seats to a 
man when word came that Hoover had crossed 
the frontier into Belgium. A stamp, bearing 
the portrait of the late King Albert. beloved 
wartime commander of the Belgian armies, has 
been issued, dedicated to the former President 
of the United States. 


It is not without reason that these honors 
are bestowed. Hoover was responsible, by his 
wise administration of the food supply, for the 
saving of many thousands of lives when famine 
threatened war-torn Europe. He devoted his 
genius in management to supplying food to 
10,000,000 people in Belgium and France, and 
managed the organization, of food supplies in 
Armenia, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Germany, Po- 
land, Rumania, Serbia and the Baltic states; 
was chairman of American administration of 
children’s relief in Europe. 


Strange it is to ponder the twist of fate that 
has made a man a symbol of despair in his 
own land, of hope and new life in a country 
far across the sea. 


Editorial of the Day 


THE ILLUSTRATIONS LAW 
(From the New York Herald-Tribune). 


It all began forty years ago when the post 
office and the secret service became disturbed at 
the sudden crop of two-cent counterfeit stamps 
that circulated almost everywhere following the 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago. Metropolitan 
newspapers had printed full pages of reproduc- 
tions of the Columbian issues.

he President’s price 
statement has seemed to many a puzzlingly uncalled-for White 
House lecture on economics. Actually, however, it was a carefully 
calculated psychological come-on for business. What is more, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. and the other men 
who participated in its preparation are, thus far, delighted with its 
results. 

The timing was the most important thing about the statement. 
It was intended as a substitute for more costly economic stimuli, 
and the men who invented it knew well that a few presidential 
paragraphs calling commodity prices too low could only stimulate 
if uttered at the proper time. They also knew that if words failed 
to stimulate once, “wolf’? would have been cried, and words would 
never be listened to again. 

Therefore, the most elaborate study of the commodity markets 
was made before the statement was issued. Treasury and other 
government agents, both in New York and in London, watched the 
buyers ané sellers, checked the price figures, and investigated the 
long and short positions in the commodity exchanges for a good 
many weeks. Not until it seemed clear that both the American and 
British markets were ripe for a rise was action taken. 

Now that it is possible to gauge the immediate effects of the 
statement, the men behind it are more than ever pleased with their 
timing. They believe it came just long enough before the political 
crisis in Europe to start a tide of optimism. They think that if they 
had waited until after the fall of Eden, and the German advance on 
Austria, they could hawe done nothing, and they see, in the mild 
but steady firming of prices on the stock and commodities ex- 
changes, the best results they could have hoped for. 

Their idea is not that the statement alone can do much. But 
they are the conservatives of the administration, who prefer hoping 
that things will get better to prophecying the worst and demanding 
immediate drastic action. They unite in trusting a spring upturn, 
and they will tell you that the price statement has cleared the air 
and made a healthy rebound newly possible. 

Apparently it was with this philosophy in mind that the Presi- 
dent last week defended the consistency of his price program by 
stating that there had been no change in basic policy. 


JOHN AND FRANK Franklin Delano Roosevelt and John L.

Senator Barkley has been the most obedient servant of the White 
House, following the rule of “telephone Jimmy when in doubt.” 
He has been indorsed by the President as openly as possible. Gov- 
ernor Chandler, on the other hand, is a budget balancer, with an 
unfriendly way of talking about “government by law,” and a tend- 
ency to raise the issue of “White House interference.” If Gov- 
ernor Chandler captures the nomination—and his personal machine 
in Kentucky is big, efficient and well-oiled—the New Deal will be 
hurt all through the country. 

At present, the betting is on Governor Chandler, but it may soon 
change. Kentucky is a CIO state, and its numerous mine workers 
are now freely, if somewhat reluctantly, allowed to vote by the 
bosses. In the troubles in Harlan county and elsewhere, Governor 
Chandler, who once had Lewis’ support, has not made good to 
the labor leader’s satisfaction. Lewis will support Senator Barkley, 
and word to that effect has already been passed to local Kentucky 
CIO big-wigs.

NEW YORK.—The poet-aviator, 
Gabriele d’Annunzio, is no more. 
With him goes one of the most 
colorful personages of our time, 
an exorbitant genius, an amazing 
phenomenon.

Maeter- 
linck comes nearest, although 
Maeterlinck, with the dark and 
mysterious blood of Flanders in 
his veins, is far graver, far more 
serious.

On the Bible

Q—I have heard that you taught 
that there are no benedictions in 
the Bible except for believers. Is 
this true? 

A—Yes, if is true. There is no 
Scriptual ground for the universal 
custom of pronouncing benedic- 
tions upon all present in an as- 
sembly without reference to 
whether they are believers or un- 
believers. It is true that the New 
Testament benedictions often in- 
clude the words, “you all,” but 
that is because they are found in 
Epistles addressed to the Church 
of God only. As a matter of fact 
the New Testament carefully dis- 
tinguishes between the friends of 
God and the enemies of God. In 
1 Cor. 16:22, it is written, “If any 
man love not the Lord Jesus 
Christ, let him be Anathema 
Maran-atha,” which means, “let 
him be accursed: our Lord com- 
eth.” Let not that man who is 
treading under foot the Son of 
God, making the blood of the 
covenant an unholy thing, and do- 
ing despite to the spirit of grace 
—let not that man think that he 
may receive the blessing of God. 
The benedictions properly belong 
to those only “that love our Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity” (Eph.

HITLER'S DEMANDS 
DELAY PEACE PACT 


Four-Power Agreement De- 
pends on Concessions on 
Return of Colonies. 


LONDON, March 6.—(4)—The 
immediate future of the British- 
engineered plan for a new four- 
power pact to obtain European 
peace appears to depend on Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain’s 
willingness to talk colonies with 
Germany’s foreign minister, Joa- 
chim von Ribbentrop, this week. 

Observers attached more impor- 
tance to the German’s visit than 
to the impending negotiations at 
Rome through Lord Perth, the 
British ambassador. 

It was generally accepted that 
von Ribbentrop, coming here Wed- 
nesday to take formal leave as 
German ambassador, would say 
little more than hello and good- 
bye unless Chamberlain is ready 
to discuss reiterated German de- 
mands for colonies. 

But before Chamberlain could 
do this, it is generally believed, 
he would have to come to an 
agreement with France. Britain 
and France, close collaborators in 
foreign policy long before Cham- 
berlain started his policy of deal- 
ing with dictators, are believed 
mutually bound not to discuss 
German desires separately with- 
out the approval of the other. 

So far as is known, Chamber- 
lain has not approached Paris on 
the matter. The Prime Minister’s 
goal is a general European settle- 
ment through a non-aggression 
' pact among Germany, Italy, 
France and Britain, but it still 
is not clear what price he is will- 
ing to pay. 

Insists on Colonies. 

Reich:fuehrer Hiuitler’s recent 
reichstag speech emphasized that 
German-British relations were 
good—except for colonies. Ger- 
many wants return of at least part 
of her war-lost empire, territory 
seven times the size of the Reich. 

Lord Perth went back to Rome 
yesterday prepared to deal with 
Premier Mussolini, but in Rome 
it was doubted British-Italian con- 
versations would start before the 
departure of Polish Foreign Min- 
ister Joseph Beck next Thursday. 

Beck is visiting Rome in the ex- 
pectation that Mussolini will as- 
sure Poland a place in any new 
western European understanding.

Supreme Court May Settle 


‘Death Sentence’ Fight. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.— 
(UP)—The supreme court tomor- 
row may settle a controversy that 
began three years ago when con- 
gress, at the request of President 
Roosevelt, imposed a “death sen- 
tence” on holding companies twice 
removed from public utility oper- 
ating units. 

The legality of the act, a pillar 
in the New Deal’s power pro- 
gram, is challenged by the Elec- 
tric Bond & Share Company, the 
largest holding company in the 
multi-billion dollar industry. The 
company specifically is challeng- 
ing that provision of the. law 
which forces all holding companies 
operating in interstate commerce 
to register with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission.
